It would not be 
too heavy a task to lay upon our coastals 
abroad, and assistance conld be provided 
if neceseary. What ia wanted is not 
merely a passing review of the men and 
women and children who wish to emi- 
grate, bnt a careful inquiry into ante- 
cedents and character in each case, euf- 
fidient to satisfy tbe consul that the in- 
tending immigrant ia fitted for Amarican 
residence and citizenship. An intelli- 
gent and energetic official conld prob- 
ably attend to all applicants with JMtie- 
factory reaulte, so far as arriving at ttfe 
truth ia concerned. Havicg eatiafied 
himielf that the applicant is .eligible, the 
consul should giv« a certificate to the 
immigrant, signed and sealed, and no 
immigrant should ba permitted to land 
without exhibiting such a certifica^. 
Upon the exhibition of the certificate 
the officials at tbe landing plice should 
enter in the book in which the immi- 
grant's name ia recorded the name and 
location also of the consul whose certifi- 
cate the immigrant exhibited. In this 
way it could be ascertained at any time 
thereafter who bad recommended the 
famljrrant, and tbe authorities at Waeh- 
tagton woald be enabled to affix the n- 
flpomibUitT in every case. The exclu- 
sion of undesirable immigrant* is a dnty, 
while the exclusion of the doairable class 
would be a calamity. Experience has

FRESNO STILL OHB OF THE LEAD 


ISO COUNTIES. 


le Production in 1892-iarge Ship- 


ments of Mutton Sheep 


Undo. 


There has besn-a drcreaee in the wool 
reduction ol Fresno connty during the 
ftet decade; the industry is, however, 
till a very important one, and tbe 
onnty occupies a good place among the 
wool producing counties oi the stale. 


The spring aud fall clips of 1892 were 


equal to those of tbe previooa year in 
[uality, and the quantity waa about the 
same. The prices were somewhat lower 
,han 
during 1891, ranging from o to 17 


cents, or an average price 11 cents per 


It ia'cetimated tbat the spring and fall 


clips during the part Tear amounted to 
14,250 balea, or about 6,000,000 pounds. 
At an average price of 10 cents a pound, 
the value of-the wool production of tma 
county for 1892 ifl $500,000. 
In connection with the wool industry 


it may be well to mention the eheep 
buaineaa. A large number of mntton 
sheep have been Bent to the matketa 
from thia county in past years. The 
shipments have been somewhat emalle 


Fresno county irrigating canals have 


enough inter to supply all tbe needs of 
Iba country, and tbe supply never fails, 
it being domed from the malting snows 
of tha Sitrna which flow into the San 
Joaqain and the Kings river. With tbe 
private Byekra of canals alone, leaving 
out the Btate districuyatemB, tbe county 
can be irrigated for a distance of six or 
tight milea beyond UcMullin, twenty- 
two milea west of Fresno. 


The Enterprise canal is owned by the 


Fresno Canal and Irrigation company, 
which takes. it8 water from the Kings 
river about a mile and a half above tbe 
Fresno Oanal and Irrigation company's 
dam. It has a capacity sufficient to irri- 
gate about 40,000 acres. 


The Gould ditch of the Kings river 


and Ceuterville company takes water 
from tbe Kings river one mile below the 
gate of the Fresno Canal and Irrigation 
company. It baa a capacity o! about 200 
feet per second. 
The Fowler Switch canal takes water 


from the Kinga river abont a quarter ol 
a mile below the sale ol tbe Fresno 
Canal company. It haa 600 feet ca- 


Tbe'Kingsburg A Centeryille company 


take water from tbe Kings river below 
Fowler. It baa a capacity ol 500 feet. 


The source of supply of tbe Emigrant 


Ditch company ia the Cole slouah, a 
branch of the Kinga river, on tbe La- 
cuna de Tacbe ranch. Ita capacity ia 
160 leet. 
The Liberty Ditch company takes oil 


of tLe .Laguna ranch, a short distance 
from the Emigrant ditch.

The Madera- Canal company takes 


water from the Fresno river and from 
the triba uries of the Merced.

. A special peculiarity of much ot the 


aoil of this county is ila natural adapta- 
bility to sub-irrigation. The underlyinz 
water, fifteen yeara ngo, «ua 40 or 50 
feat below the surface. Now, from the 
result of Geepagu, it CHU be reached at 
from 5 to 15 feet. Thia BUb-irrigatiou is 
not stsijuant water in the eoil; it haa its 
current underground no less than the 
now of the ditches on the top, althon«h 
oi coarse not so rapid, and it thus iu- 
creaiOc each year, pressing out upon the 
plains and fi)line tbe depth of the eoil 
far in advance of tho irrigating canals. 
This vailey has an almoat uniform elope, 
from the foothills to its center, of from 
5 to 6 inches to tbe 100 feet, formifg a, 
moat perfect trend tor waterways. It is 
this elope also lhat nids to press the sub- 
irrigation down into the center of the 
valley and ita broad extent. This gentle, 
gradual slope anawera al£o another irn- 
pottant end. It might ba feared that 
this gradual filling np of the soil from 
beueatb would continually come so near 
the surface DB to moke the whole region 
avaatawamp. bnt thia ia prevailed by 
the natural drainage which thia slope 
secures. Tbe water's of Kinje river, 
brought upon these plains from the foot- 
hills of the Sierras, are in a large part in 
the 
form of eub-irrigation, pressing 


through many milea ot underground 
flow, to reach again their old channel in 
the center of tbe valley. 


This flourishing little city i3 located iu 


the southern part of the county about 
niteeu milea from Fieano, on the main 
line of the Southern Pacific railroad. 


The origin ol tbe town was the result 


of a Eoldier's warrant location in 1878, 
when J. E. Whitaon, the father of the 
town, pre-empted ICO acrea of a eandy 
desert—ai tbe present townlile appeared 
at thai time. The original town plat wai 
surveyed in 1880, when the railroad 
company built a imall awitcb lo accom- 
modate Ibe farmers in that sparsely set- 
tled community. 


Possessing alb the natural essential 


conditiona Ihlt pnihed FreBno to tho 
front Selma waa destined to aisume a 
position- ol importance in the cjunty.

Pardonfl for Mormons. 


WAeniKOTOH, January 4.—Preait!8nt 


Harriaon today isaned a proclamation 
granting full pardon and amnesty to all 
persons liable to penalties under tho act 
of 1892, prohibiting plural marriage 
among Mormons who, since November 
1,1890, have abstained fromanch un- 
lawful cohabitation, but on express con- 
dition that thev shall in future ober the 
law, and not otherwise. Tboaa who fail 
to avail themselves of the leniency here- 
by offered will be vigorously proaecnted. 
The President gives as a reason for this 
action the fact that the Mormon church 
no longer sanctions polygamous mar- 
riages, and members of the church have 
abstained from such marriages.

(500 more ior a fire engine than it was 
worth baa been generally commented 
upon aud condemned by tbe taxpayera. 
Those who have been interviewed upon 
the subject aay that they can BOO no rea- 
son why tha public funds should be 
squandered, and why Bnch unbusiness- 
like methods ahonld prevail. 


The engines offered at a lower pr ce 


were of equal grade with the one BO- 
lected, and in fact il ia claimed that either 
the Clapp i JonfS engine, which coolJ 
be hail lor $500 less, or tbe Amoskea^, 
whose bid was (275 loss, was a better 
machine than the U France. 


Much speculation has been indulged 


in us to tho reason why tbe Trianglepie- 
forred to award the contract by eecret 
ballot. There was no necessity for BH- 
crocy at all. The people have the right 
to know what their eervants are doing, 
and they have a risht to be furnished 
with reasons why their mOLey eboulJ be 
thrown away recklessly by the officials 
whom' thev nave selected to manage the 
affairs of the city. 
The general impression ia that the 


Triangle are [larmasted with tho spirit 
oi noodlei-m. Thia impression may not 
be founded on truth, but the fact re- 
mains that the Triangle have surround- 
ed themselves with a chain of circnm- 
atantial evidence and peculiar coinci- 
dences sufficient to warrant a grand jury 
in indicting them for misappropriating 
the public moneys. Cases aro by no 
means rare whore men have been 
convicted 
on evidence 
no stronger 


than is afforded by tbe official acts of the 
Triangle. 
Sot more than a month ago the con- 


tract for paving tho gnttera with bitu- 
men was let to a company whose bid 
mil f 1000 higher than that of tho unouc- 
cesslol bidder. One of 
tbe 
reasons 


given by 1'rnsteB Alford for moving that 
the higher bid ba accepted was that 
"there waa but little difference between 
thebida anyhow." The difference be- 
tween the bids may have appeared very 
small in the eyes of tho Triangle, but in 
tho eyes oi the taxpayers and viewed in 
the linht ol principle, tbe difference is 
laige enough to amount to a chine. It 
waB noted as n Bignifioant fact at the 
timo that tbe Triangle care'nlly re- 
frained from mentioning the difference 
in dollars and cents between tho bids. 


BIDS WERE OF NO CONSEQUENCE. 


There ifl an unwritten history con- 


nected with the award of the city adver- 
tising and job printing contracts. THE 
KEPUBLictN preaented Ihe lowest bid on 
advertiaing and tbe Central Californian 
waa the lowest bidder on job printing. 


When the advertising bills were read 


in the council, Trnatee Alfor.l announced 
that THE REPUBLICAN'S offer was the 
loweat. ShortU after tbut meeting and 


n«rer will «aodoet nil own private ban- 
nm in inch a alinehod manner.

St. James Episcopal church was or- 


ganized as a mission in l)L'fem1)er, 1870, 
the Rev. D. O. Kelly being the mission- 
ary in charge. For more tha'n a 3-ear 
services W'.TO held iu the Central Fchoal 
house., until in 1SS1 when the present 
church bnililincj was erected and occu- 
pied. Growth and pro?r-ority uttt'jided 
the efforts of the m.SMonnry. ami in 
1SSS the mission became a seii-siipport- 
ing parish iintl Mr. Kelley became tlie 
rector.

A GKKAT INDUSTRY SUPPORTED 


BY IT. 


>5,OUO,000 Feet of 
Lumber Cat 


lu Oar Mountains 


The lomber industry of Frosno county 


tskes rank ivith t!:e mcfft important. 
The capital invested therein 19 about 
$2,500,000 and it gives employment to 
nearly 2000 num. 


The wetteru elope of tbe Sifrra Xe- 


vaOa rau^o in this cuuaty ia duneely 
co.-ered with timber of yreiit commercial 
value. The timber belt is about twenty* 
live uiilea wide and sixty mites long, 
having an area of over 1503 square miles. 
Che moat valuable timber ia that of Uie 
fauiou3 Sequoia sicantea (the big trees 
ot California), tugar pine and yelhw 
pine; there IB al&oa large quantity of 
red fir, white fire, white cedar und 
oak. 


The supply of timber seem a almost In- 


exhaustible. The busy eawa of the in- 
dustry have been enawing away at these 
immense forests for twenty years or 
more, bat have made no appreciable im- 
pression. Daring the psst eight or nine 
years the cut has been particularly 
heavy. 


There are now about twelve eaw mills 


in the mountains, whose aggregate out- 
pnt of 1 amber is estimated to have 
reached 55,000,000 feet in 1S92. At an 
average price of $15 par thousand the 
Tolne of thia lumber would bs $S2o,OOX 


Of this amount 20,000,000 ftet were 


tnraed out by the Kings River Lumber 
company of Ganger and about IS.OtO.OOO 
feet were cut by the Mudara Flume and 
Trading Company of JHadera. Kach of 
these concernB has two mills of great 
capacity 
in 
the 
mountains 
and 


Mind, sash 
and 
bos 
factorifs 
in 


Sanger 
and 
Madera 
respectively. 


These 
factories 
are 
connected 


with the mills by flumes exceeding fifty 
railfs in length, down which the lumber 
is floated as Boon as cut. 
. 


Notwithstanding the larga output of 


lambur in this county there is a consid- 
erable quantity of lomber 
imported 


from the north, Oregon, Washington, 
etc. Thia ia partly because some peo- 
ple have an erroneous idea that the im- 
ported lumber is slightly superior in some 
respects to the home product, and aleo 
because the Fresno county lumber ianot 
long enough for some purpoaes. The 
lougeet Inmbar cut here does not exceed 
fifty feet, it being impossible to flume 
down lumber of greater length. 


The cut this year will be larger than 


ever, aa there will be a new compaov in 
the field—the Fresno Flame and Trad- 
ing comaany—batter known locally HB 
the Pine llidgft Flume company. This 
concern will erect eaw mills of great ca- 
pacity at Pine Ridee, about forty aai'ea 
from the city of Fresno. Theee mills 
»iil be connected with blind, ensh and 
door factories iu thin ci y by a flume, 
part of which has already been con- 
structed.

worth, Secretary of tho California Board 
of Health, asking him for a certificate to 
practice. I called on Dr. Wadewortli on 
November Oth and he told me that my 
application had been received too late for 
the action of the board at that raeetiog, 
but that it would be attended to at the 
next meeting, the fienond Tneaday in De- 
comber. He eaid that I might open my 
office, that it would be all right and that 
there was no reason why my certificate 
should not he granted. Bat since 1 have 
begun to advertise the matter has been 
delayed. I am entitled to the certificate 
aod I have taken all the nteps necessary 
to obtain it. It !• no fa alt of mine if 
the state board of health has failed to do 
its doty."
